Eastern Bank robbed 


Avalon evacuated after gas leak - 
guess what caused it!

WILMINGTON - Yesterday morning while local and state 
officials celebrated the opening of the new Wilmington High 
School, police and fire crews were busy responding to public 
safety matters including a bank robbery and a gas leak. 

The Eastern Bank at 370 Main Street was robbed at 11:18 
AM, when a man showed a note to a teller. He fled the bank 
on foot with an unspecified amount of cash. Deputy Chief 
Richter said that police believe the suspect had a car wait- 
ing nearby. 

The suspect did not show a weapon during the course of 
ithe robbery. 

He fled with an unspecified amount of money. 

The suspect is described as a white male, approximately 6 
feet tall, wearing a dark green coat with a dark green hood, 
jeans, and black boots. 

The suspect remains at large. Richter said that officials do 
not believe this incident is related to any other robberies in 
the region, but detectives continue to investigate. 

Earlier in the morning, just as the festivities at the high 
school were getting underway, a gas leak was reported at 
Avalon Oaks, 1 Avalon Drive. Two engines, an ambulance, 


and a supervisor responded to the apartment complex just - 


after 7 am. 

Fire Deputy Chief Gary Donovan told the Town Crier that 
crews had responded to a call from the night before, but 
were called back with another report of an odor of gas in 
building 1000. 

First responders evacuated that building, and residents 
went to the clubhouse area. Donovan explained that both 
gas and electricity going to the building were shut off and 
would remain so until the odor had dissipated and the 
source of the leak identified. Residents were able to return 
to their homes by the end of the day.

caused by falling icicles, caused the leak.

PORTABILITY 


Recent estate tax regulations have 
eased planning, especially for most of us 
| whose assets do not exceed the $5.34 mil- 
j lion tax exemption. “Portability” per- 
j mits the surviving spouse to add the 
| unused portion of the exclusion from the 
| deceased spouse to his or her estate tax 

exemption in the future, thus sheltering 


more from taxes. 

It is important to note that one must elect portability, even 
for smaller estates below the filing threshold and that the 
election must be made within nine months of the death (there 
can be a 6-month extension if necessary). Form 706 must be 


filed by the executor of estates valued at $5.34 million, but the 
executor of a smaller estate would be wise to file as well. 

For federal tax purposes, the IRS recognizes same-sex mar- 
riages that are valid where the marriage took place, regard- 
less of where the couple lived at the time of one spouse’s 
death.

Begonis praised his offi- 
cers for their life-saving 
work. He identified the two 
officers injured as Officer 
Paul Chalifour, a decorated

Pipeline promoters 
played rough 


Dear Editor, 
‘Thank you to Paul Tennant 
-of the Lawrence Eagle 
Tribune for reporting on the 
line open house in 
Asidover in the February 18, 
2015 article titled: Residents 
demand more details on 
pipeline/ Police remove two 
women from meeting. 
Kinder Morgan, the compa- 
ny that wants to build a gas 
pipeline through Dracut, 
with a major spur going 
through Andover, had an 
informational open house to 
“promote it. The paper 
showed that it was not that 
open, mentioning that two 
people said they were told to 
léave by Andover Police 
Officers. 
Kinder Morgan people rec- 
ognized Hattie Nestel and 
arcia Gagliardy as having 
been effective opponents 
when the pipeline was going 
through their neighborhood, 
afound Athol 
- Massachusetts. The way this 
corporation meant to deal 
with opposition here was to 
use the local police to keep 
the two out of the building. 
I have heard of injunctions 
and restraining orders to 
keep people out, but these 
were not used here. Only 
corporate power was used. 
They did not go before a 
judge ahead of time. This is 
in’ character with the vast 
expense of bringing many 
employees to present glossy 
displays that promote the 
pipeline. It is in character 
with the expensive adver- 
tisements on many media. 
Somehow it reminds me of 
abother controversy, the 
Citizens United ruling that 
gives corporation's money 
freedom of speech. In this 
case, money gives a corpo- 
ration freedom to suppress 
speech. It does not surprise 


me, but it scares me. Are 
they hiding the truth or tak- 
ing advantage of us? We 
must be wary of corporate 
power. Our numbers can 
resist. 

And isn't it a strange coin- 
cidence that our electric 
bills are doubling (mine 
tripled) at the same time the 
pipeline wants to go 
through? The line going 
through Andover is sup- 
posed to help generate elec- 
tricity. I wonder if state reg- 
ulators are being bought? 
Kinder Morgan says we will 
get cheaper gas if we build 
another pipeline. Wouldn't it 
be cheaper to improve exist- 
ing pipelines? 

I have other concerns, 
some already expressed by 
others. Do we actually need 
all the gas these lines would 
deliver? According to one of 
the handouts at an AVIS 
meeting in Andover, the 
pipeline is six times bigger 
than would serve New 
England's average needs for 
2029. Kinder Morgan 
appears to be overbuilding 
the pipeline to provide trans- 
portation capacity for gas to 
be exported overseas, where 
prices are much higher than 
in this country. Also, why 
should we pipe "fracked" 
gas? Fracking is a polluter 
and adds to global warming. 
Solar panel roofs over our 
vast parking lots may meet 
our existing energy needs. 

The front page article 
showed that many local 
politicians' and advocacy 
groups are already raising 
questions and opposition. I 
hope they question why 
police were used.

s I began my morning

I look around and realize I’m not on the moon. I’m on an 
iceberg somewhere in the Arctic Ocean. Am I a survivor of 
the sunken Titanic? Maybe I'm a stranded whaler trying to 
find the rest of my lost crew. Then I remember. I’m just a 
Stoneham commuter trying to get to work to earn a living. 
I remember my 12-mile three hour commute to Boston that 
used to take 30 minutes on an average day. 

Each day is a life and death adventure making the treach- 
erous journey through ice and snow, dodging falling icicles, 
narrowly missing avalanches, and wading through hip-deep 
snow. And that’s just the trip from my front door to my car 
in the driveway. 

At least my car starts up each day in this deep freeze, 
although there are some odd noises upon ignition. Strange 
lights appear on my dashboard. One light is my tire pres- 
sure indicator. Keeping an exact amount of 32 lbs. of air per 


. tire is the least of my worries. I have heat and windshield- 
_ washer fluid, that’s all that matters for now. Everything else 


will have to wait. 
Driving on side streets is a challenge. Entering main 
streets from behind walls of snow becomes less frightening 


. the more I do it. The adrenaline rush of not knowing if I'm 


going to be hit by another vehicle really gets my blood 


' pumping. Sweating nervously produces body heat as an 


added bonus. 
I’m quite adept at pot-hole dodging on the highway. I’ve 


F memorized the position of the ones in the road I can drive 


over without a problem. I know how to swerve just enough 
to miss the larger craters without smashing into the vehicle 
in the next lane. 

I’ve accepted the increased volume of traffic due to com- 
muters who used to take mass transit and are now forced to 
become road warriors like the rest of us. I can't believe the 


-number of driver’s looking at their phones instead of the 
’ road. I’ve got my gloved hands locked on my steering wheel

French windows, let’s you know this is one serious book 


store. Once inside, you’ve stepped back in time. It’s quiet 
except for the rustle of paper. Books are crowded in, from 
floor to ceiling. The aisles are small and tall, with nooks, 
comfortable chairs and a fireplace, giving the book store | 
the intimate feeling that you have entered the personal 
library of some important figure from the past. You'll find 
a variety of books, with emphasis on the arts, history, 
architecture, philosophy and religion - also hard to find 
books, antique prints and maps of interest to scholars and 
collectors. Commonwealth Books is unique - an opportu- 
nity to be still and studious. 

The Brattle Book Shop, founded in 1825, is my kind of 
place. Even though known for their large inventory ‘of 
antiquarian, out-of-print, and rare books, what keeps me 
returning to this unusual book store is their “outside” 
browsing area. Yes, right in the middle of downtown 


_ Boston, attached to the main building is an empty lot! -It’s 


about the size of a tight four-car driveway, filled with book 
racks and permanent built-in bookcases against the three 
brick walls of the buildings that surround and dwarf. the 
‘space. On the coldest days, the hottest days, just about 
every day, except for rain/sleet/snow, you find book lovers 
hunched over, kneeling down, leaning and looking around, 
picking through the thousands of “unsorted” used books, 
for dirt-cheap money. I bought my first pair of fingertip- 
less gloves especially for the Brattle. Just think, a bodk- | 
store that’s outside - talk about the best of both worlds. . 
‘There are not-so-well-known museums everywhere -tin 
hospitals, colleges, the State House, and in almost every 
New England city and town. You just have to search | 
around. I say, embrace winter - lean into it - breathe that | 
clean cold air - and sigh. Winter is exciting, it has a sense 
of momentum, a kick that’s invigorating.

Precautions when 
dealing with Dementia 


Not every person strug- 
gling with dementia lives in 
a nursing home or assisted- 
living facility. 

In fact, more than 15 mil- 
lion Americans - usually 
family members or friends - 
provide unpaid caregiving to 
people with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease and other forms of 
dementia, according to a 
2014 +~report by the 
Alzheimer’s Association. 

Although it’s wonderful so 
many are willing to assume 
that responsibility, it’s also 
important they take steps to 
make sure the home is a 
safe place, says Kerry Mills, 
co-author with Jennifer 
Brush of the book “I Care: A 
Handbook for Care Partners 
of People With Dementia.” 
(www.engagingalzheimers.c 
om) 

Part of that is to focus on 
potential hazards. The con- 
cept is not unlike new par- 
ents making a house “child- 
proof.” Many of the con- 
cerns are similar, such as 
stairs, electrical sockets, 
sharp objects and swimming

pools. 

At the same time, it’s easy 
to go too far, Mills said. 
Ideally, the environment for 
the person with dementia 
should be as unrestricted as 
possible. 

Mills suggests several ways 
to make a home safer for 
someone with dementia. 

e For the front and back 
doors. Use bells on the 
doors, motion sensors that 
turn on lights or alerts, or 
other notifications that 
make the care partner 
aware when someone has 
gone out. Add lamps or 
motion-activated lighting so 
people can see where they 
are going when they are 
entering or leaving the 
house. 

e For stairways and hall- 
ways. Add reflective tape 
strips to stair edges to make 
stairs more visible. Remove 
obstacles, such as mats and 
flowerpots, to minimize risks 
of falls on or by the stairs. 

Also, install handrails in 
hallways and stairways to 
provide stability, and install 


a gate on the stairway to 
prevent falls. Improve the 
lighting around hallways 
and stairs by installing more 
ceiling fixtures or wall 
sconces. 

e For the bathroom. Install 
grab bars and a raised toilet 
seat to help both the individ- 
ual with dementia and the 
care partners so they don’t 
have to lift the person on 
and off the toilet. 

Add grab bars inside and 
outside the tub, and a non- 
skid surface in the tub to 
reduce risks of falls. You can 
also add colored tape on the 
edge of the tub or shower 
curb to increase contrast 
and make the tub edge more 
visible. 

Lower the water tempera- 
ture or install an anti-scald 
valve to prevent burns, and 
remove drain plugs from 
sinks or tubs to avoid flood- 


ing. 
e For the possibility the 
person becomes lost. 


Provide your loved one with 
an identification or GPS 
bracelet in case he or she 
wanders. Label clothes with 
the person’s name, and 
place an identification card 
in his or her wallet with a 
description of the person’s 
condition. Notify police and 
neighbors of the person’s 
dementia and tendency to 
wander.

Lowell General Hospital is 
offering free Tdap vaccine 
clinics open to the public on 
the first Monday of every 
month from 5 - 6 pm in the 
Hanchett Auditorium at the 
hospital’s main campus 
located at 295 Varnum 
Avenue in Lowell, MA. 

The Tdap vaccine protects 
adults and adolescents from 
tetanus, diphtheria and per- 
tussis (also known as 
whooping cough). It is espe- 
cially important to be vacci- 
nated if you have close con- 
tact with a baby younger 
than 12 months, including 
spouses or significant oth- 


ers, grandparents, care- 
givers, babysitters and even 
family relatives. Since 2004, 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) reported an average 
of 3,055 infant pertussis 
cases and more than 19 
deaths each year. The 
majority of the cases, hospi- 
talizations and deaths occur 
in infants under 2 months 
old, who are too young to be 
vaccinated.

Recommended Budget 


School budget rises 
4% for FY16

WILMINGTON. Weeks of discussion and planning reached 
@élimax on Wednesday night as superintendent Mary DeLai 
presented her proposed budget for the 2016 fiscal year. After 
extensive cuts to proposed programs and benefits, a recom- 
mended budget was completed at a 4 percent increase to the 
‘previous year’s budget. 
~dn-présenting the recommended budget to the school com- 
‘Mittee, DeLai explained that there had been five major 
foctises for the developing of the budget. Funding of all con- 
tractual salary increases for collective bargaining units 
“(totaling $1,028,988), special education tuition and trans- 

ion for out of district placements (totaling $509,870 

‘inéréase), new additions in compliance to Individual 
Education Plans (totaling $165,1890), curricular resources 
‘anit professional development to address program gaps or 
‘significant needs (totaling $122,444) and increases in elec- 
tricity. and regular education transportation (totaling 
$62,000). 

-“Pér- DeLai’s presentation to the committee, “contractual 
Obligations and special education tuitions and transporta- 
tion increases represent 80 percent of the additional funding 
requested in this FY2016 preliminary request.” 

The initial proposed budget was rejected by the town man- 
ager as being too costly, and $517,455 needed to be shaved off 
of the asked for amount to equal the desired 4 percent 
increase.

“When the administrators provid- 
éd all of that information to us, the amount of money was

In, her presentation to the school committee, DeLai 
‘ail peed remarks addressing the items which will obtain 
funding through this proposed budget. 

. “Clearly many of the items not funded in the FY2016 pre- 
liminary budget are critical to addressing the budget prior- 
ities,” DeLai wrote. “It is our hope that we might be able to 
address these needs and priorities in ways that may not 
require additional resources.” 

| _ With the approval of the school committee, the budget will 
next be presented to the finance committee. The budget will 
continue to be worked on before being presented at a town 
Meeting on May 2.

Swiezynski accomplish the 
feat on the road against 
Hamilton-Wenham and then 
coached Bennett when he 
did it on Tuesday night. 
"The three of them are the 
same type of kids - just 
great kids, great student- 
athletes, they are well-liked 
and they are just great, 
great people from tremen- 
dous families," said Maiella. 
"All three of them are pretty 
quiet kids and they are very 
similar in that respect and 
just being great students 
and role-models. Connor’s 
the fourth leading scorer in 
the history of the program 
and I’m just so, so proud of 
him for accomplishing this." 
Bennett has been among 
the top scorers in the entire 
state all season. He ended 
the season scoring 502 
points, averaging 23.9 points 
per game including three 


games in the thirties, includ- 


ing 39 points against 
Stoneham and two other 34- 
point game gems. 


Throughout that time, espe- 
cially the last handful of 
games when the countdown 
was on, certainly there was 
pressure for the 6-foot-9 cen- 
ter to make program history.

Marblehead played a 2-1-2 
zone, basically a box-and- 
one against 6-foot-9 center 
Connor Bennett. Early on in 
the game it seemed like that 
was a bad strategy as 
Abbott connected on three 
first quarter treys, including 
two in a row, followed by a 
jump shot from freshman 
Graham Smith with two sec- 
onds left in the quarter end- 
ing an 8-0 run and giving 
Wilmington a 16-12 lead 
after the first quarter. 

Marblehead closed that 
gap up quickly and took a 
one-point lead into the 
break. 

- Then in the second half, it 
was all the Magicians, who 
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opened the third quarter on 
an 11-0 run and Wilmington 
could never recover from 
there on. 

"Usually the third quarter 
has been our quarter the 
last few game shut we didn't 
defend well tonight," said 
head coach Joe Maiella. "We 
shot the ball well in the first 
half and probably made the 
most three (pointers) we 
have made all season - I 
think Abbott had three in the 
first quarter -- but we didn't 
defend well enough. We did- 
n't defend the screens-and- 
rolls and had a lot of trouble 
with that tonight. 

“The first half we got hurt 
when we gave up four or five 
transition baskets. They did- 
n't make many three (point- 
ers). They hurt us on the 
screens-and-rolls and they 
hurt us on transition bas- 
kets. They are a good team. 
I was confident coming into 
this game, we just didn't 
defend well enough. We 
can't give up 74 points and 
expect to win. 

"We knew they were going 
to play zone - they played 
zone all year. We shot the 
ball well in the first half. 
They were playing zone — 
essentially playing a box- 
and-one against Connor. 
They had two guys on him 
all of the time. Almost all of 
his points were on offensive 
rebounds and put backs. It 
was very difficult to get him 
the ball. 

“They dared us to shoot 
from the outside and we did 
very well in the first quarter. 
We were up by five and then 
down by one at the half and 
feeling good, but we just did- 
n't have it in the second 
half." 

Marblehead had a 17-point 
lead with under four min- 
utes to go before Bennett 
scored on a nice feed from 
Matt Spurr underneath the 
basket. Bennett made a nice 
head fake before going up 
strong and that was the last 


basket he would score in a 
Wilmington uniform. But it 
also put the senior over the 
1,000 point mark. 

He ended the night with 26 
points and that bucket gave 
him 1,001 career points. He 
became just the fourth play- 
er in the history of the pro- 
gram to accomplish that 
incredible feat. 

He received a standing 
ovation, and then with 1:50 
to go he was taken out and 
received another strong ova- 
tion. Maiella then put some 
of his other seniors on the 
floor to close out the game. 

"I think all nine seniors 
were excellent," said 
Maiella. "All of them were 
great. Guys who didn't play 
who were leaders, (Ryan) 
Walsh, (Ryan) Flood, Devin 
(Field) and Raffi, who did- 
n't play much were leaders. 
Zach Abbott had a tremen- 
dous year. Ryan Colangelo 
had a great year, Ryan 
Horgan had a great year. 

“The guys who didn't play 
like Flood, Chris Pennie 
were great leaders, who 
worked very hard every day 
knowing they weren't going 
to have an opportunity to 
play. 

“Even a kid like Evan Raffi 


who went from playing like ~ 


12 to 14 minutes a game last 
year to not much just 
because Zach was playing so 
well, stuck it out, doesn't 
complain and those. are the 
types of kid you need. 

“I'm proud of the season 
we had. I'm disappointed 
losing here tonight, but 
proud as heck that Bennett 
scored his 1,000th point and 
that's a good thing." 

Bennett led the way with 26 
points, 13 rebounds and 3 
blocks, while Abbott finished 
in double figures with 11 
points. 

The season came to an end 
for Wilmington, but it was a

: How does the Scenic Road Bylaw work? 
** The Scenic Road Bylaw determines how the town adminis- 
ters the state’s Scenic Road law (MGL Chapter 40, Section 15C).

Upon recommendation or request of the Planning Board, 
Conservation Commission or Historical Commission, the town 
can designate any.road, other than a numbered route or state 
highway, as a scenic road.

After a road has been designated as a scenic road any repair, 
maintenance, reconstruction or paving work done on the scenic 
road shall not involve or include the cutting or removal of trees, 
or the tearing down or destruction of stone walls, or portions 
thereof, except with the prior written consent of the planning 
board, after a public hearing. 

The public hearing must be advertised twice in a paper of 
general circulation, the last publication to occur at least seven 
days prior to the hearing. 

If a public hearing must be held under both the Scenic Road 
law and the Public Shade Tree law, then the hearings will be 
consolidated. 

The town can make a bylaw establishing fines not to exceed 
$300 for violations. 

The proposed Scenic Road Bylaw establishes the process and 
criteria for designating roads as scenic roads, what work on 
trees and stone walls will require hearings, the process for con- 
ducting hearings, the criteria for approving proposed work, and 
how the bylaw will be enforced. 


How do roads get designated as scenic roads? 

Planning Board, Conservation Commission or Historical 
Commission can recommend roads for designation as scenic to 
Town Meeting. 

A public hearing on the recommended scenic roads must be 
held before Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting will vote on the proposed scenic roads after 
the bylaw is based and the public hearing on the proposed sce- 
nic roads is held.

Contributions of stone walls to scenic beauty 

Prevalence of historic stone walls along the right-of-way 
Age and historic significance of road, trees and stone walls 


Jane Bandini of the Tree Committee, a subcommittee of the 
Conservation Commission, recently appeared before the 
Lynnfield Board of Selectmen to discuss the proposed’ scenic 
road bylaw. She said the scenic road bylaw concerns trees, 
stone walls and roadways, and that is where the character of 
the Town starts. 

Bandini reported the Lynnfield Planning Board assisted in 
the development of the proposed bylaw and is in favor of it. The 
proposed bylaw only involves the public right of way and would 
give the residents a voice in how they may be changed or used. 
The goal was to create a bylaw that would be simple to under- 
stand and not create a lot of paperwork. The proposal has been 
reviewed by the Planning Board, Historical Commission and 
Conservation Commission. 

Former Town Administrator William Gustus noted that the 
proposed bylaw does not designate any streets as scenic roads: 
He asked if a separate article would be submitted to designate 
certain roads. 

Bandini said that while most communities designate the 
roadways in the original bylaw, the Lynnfield Planning Board 
preferred that this be done in a separate article. Gustus said

ball coach Jim White (Kevin Costner), who finds a new career when he moves to the 
small, impoverished town of McFarland, Calif. The movie will win you over. 


“MCFARLAND, USA” 
*K 

Underdogs band together 
to' ‘beat the odds in 
“MeFarland, USA,” an inspi- 
rational sports drama set in 
the world of cross-country 
running. Stirring even when it 
is manipulative, the movie 
hits all the expected points 
without finding much new to 
say: 

Viewers go into a movie 
like this knowing what to 
expect: opposition, defeats, 
then support and_ victories, 
with lots of life lessons thrown 
in. Key to this genre is finding 
sympathetic characters, 
which is where McFarland, 
USA falls a little short. 

The script focuses almost 
entirely on disgraced high- 
school football coach Jim 
White (Kevin Costner), who 
finds a new career when he 
moves to the small, impover- 
ished town of McFarland, 
Calif. Costner emphasizes 
White's ambition and bitter- 
ness, choices that make him 
more credible but also less 
likeable as a person. 

We see McFarland through 
White's eyes, and until the 
coach resolves his own issues 
it's a pretty bleak and myste- 
rious place. It's also a. world 
that isn't often shown in 
movies, and one that director 
Niki Caro portrays with sym- 
pathy and dignity. 

White brings his family - 
wife Cheryl (Maria Bello), 
daughters Julie (Morgan 
Saylor) and Jamie (Elsie 
Fisher) to McFarland 
Because he has nowhere else 
to go. Moving into a cramped 
house, he manages to get him- 
Self dismissed from coaching 
the local high-school football 
team. 

White comes up with the 
idea of forming a cross-coun- 
try team in part to bring more 
state funding to the school. He 
also sees the team as a way 
out of McFarland to a more 
expensive town like 
Bakersfield. When he recruits 
the seven runners necessary 
to field a team, he learns first- 
hand how poverty affects the 
lives of his students. 

= Some runners skip practice 
fo pick produce in the fields 
With their parents. Thomas 
Valles (Carlos _ Pratts) 
becomes suicidal when his 
father returns from prison. 
The overweight Danny Diaz 
(Ramiro Rodriguez), consis- 
fently last in practice, consid- 
é€rs quitting. 

White, who has never run 
or coached track, has his own 
troubles adapting to the sport. 


It's only when he enters into 
the lives of his runners that he 
learns how to help them. 

Like the Cougars them- 
selves, McFarland, USA per- 
severes until, against the odds 
and better judgment, it wins 
viewers over. 


“TOP FIVE” 
eK 

Chris Rock is one of the 
great stand-up comedians out 
there right now, but his 
movies have been hit or miss. 
With TOP FIVE, that all 
changes in a big way. 

Basically, Chris Rock has 
taken the energy and com- 
mentary that he brings to his 
stand-up and translated it per- 
fectly into a big-screen outing. 
TOP FIVE allows him to go- 
off on plenty of tangents while 
still telling a strong story, in 
which he plays a superstar 
comedian with a bad history 
as an alcoholic, and a bunch 
of soul-sucking comedies 
under his belt in which he 
starred as a crime-fighting 
bear cop. 

As with the best stand-up 
comic generated hits like 
LOUIS, CURB YOUR 
ENTHUSIASM, and SEIN- 
FELD, there's a strong auto- 
biographical undercurrent 
running through TOP FIVE. 
While Rock doesn't seem to be 
as troubled as his character 
here, it's hard not to read into 
the frustration his character 
feels at being pigeonholed into 


dopey comedies. 
But, Rock also sends up the 
tendency for comics to 


attempt to crossover into 
drama with his alter-ego hav- 
ing just written, directed and 
starred in a big-budget flop 
about the Haitian Slave 
Uprising called UPRIZE, with 
clever sequences nailing the 
self-important . vibe “many 
stars-turned-directors take. 
Yet, at the same time TOP 
FIVE is almost certainly his 
own attempt at a big-screen 
reinvention, ditching the

broad, family-friendly humor 
of something like GROWN- 
UPS, for a hard-R, racy tone. 

As a comedy, TOP FIVE is 
one of the funniest movies of

the year. Every once in a 
while, Rock takes a break 
from the plot to dive into a lit- 
tle side-story, like the kinds he 
tells in his stand-up, with 
flashbacks illustrating them, 
such as the night his charac- 
ter found himself the unwill- 
ing second man in an orgy 
alongside a crazed promoter 
played by Cedric The 
Entertainer. This could have 
been a really dangerous direc- 
tion for Rock to take, as they 
may well have made the film 
feel episodic. 

Surprisingly, he manages 
to tie them into the storyline 
without a hitch. Additionally, 
Rock gets a lot of his famous 
friends to show up in cameos 
as themselves, generating 
major laughs, — including 
Whoopi Goldberg, Adam 
Sandler, and a foul-mouthed 
Jerry Seinfeld. 

What's especially notewor- 
thy about TOP FIVE is how 
well it manages the occasional 
transition to drama, with 
Rock's battles with alcoholism 
and his deadbeat dad (Ben 
Vereen) being played mostly 
straight.

that it is crucial that voters knows which streets are to be des- 
ignated scenic roads, as this would affect such matters as curb 
cuts for driveways and would create additional bureaucracy 
and procedures. Residents of roadways that are to be designat- 
ed.as scenic should have an opportunity to be heard on the mat- 


ter at a public hearing. 


Bandini said she agreed the roadways to be designated 
should be included in the proposed bylaw. She said relocating a 
driveway would be a simple process, and that permission is 
already required by the town for any curb cut. 

Bandini said that this proposed bylaw would affect such 
matters as sidelining the roadway and taking down trees along 
the roadway. She said this is an advantage to the homeowner, 
as it will create a process by which they will have a voice.
